W HEREAS it is expedient to provide for tlie Establish- p ream ble. 
ment and Regulation of Industrial Schools in Ireland, 
and to extend to Ireland, with certain Modifications,

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 



1. This Act may be cited as “The Industrial Schools Act S b ortTitlet 
10 (Ireland), 1867.” 



2. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. Application

3. The following Provisions of the Industrial Schools Act, 1866, p rov j siong 0 f

following Changes shall he observed : — 

(1.) The Expression “the Secretary of State” shall mean “the 
“ Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland for 
“ the Time being 5 
(2.) The Expression “Two Justices ” shall mean Two or more 
Justices in Petty Sessions ; and the Expression “ a Magis- 
trate ” shall mean “ a Police Magistrate ” acting in any 
Police Court for the Dublin Metropolitan Police District : 

(3.) Publication shall be made in the " Dublin Gazette ” in any 10 
case in Ireland where Publication in the “London Gazette” 
is required in England. 

Inspector of 4. The Inspector of Reformatory Schools in Ireland shall be also 
SST the Ins P ector of Mistrial Schools, and every certified Industrial 

School shall from Time to Time, and at least once in each Tear, be 15 
inspected by the Inspector of Industrial Schools. 

5. It shall and may be lawful for the Grand Jury of any County, 
County of a City, or County of a Town, at any Assizes, and for the 
Town Councils of the Boroughs of Dublin, Cork, and' Limerick, 
upon the Application of the Managers of any Industrial School 20 
which has been or may hereafter be certified under this Act, to 
present from Time to Time such Sums of Money and on such 
Conditions as they think fit, towards the Establishment or buildim* 
of a School intended to he a certified Industrial School, or towards 
the Purchase of Land required either for the Use of an existin'* 25 
certified Industrial School, or for the Site of a School intended to 
he a certified Industrial School, or towards the Alteration, Enlarge- 
ment, or rebuilding of a certified Industrial School, or towards the 
Support of the Inmates of such School, or towards the Management 
of such School : Provided that no Money shall he presented or 30 
ordered to be raised as aforesaid under this Act towards the Support 
ot-the Inmates of any Industrial School, or towards the Manage- 
ment of any Industrial School, unless the Institution has been duly 
certified under this Act, and the Certificate he still in force; and 
that when the Presentment is for the Alteration, Enlargement, 35 
rebuilding, Establishment, or building of a School or intended 
School, or for the Purchase of Land, the Approval of the Chief 
Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland as aforesaid be pre- 
rtoudy given to that Alteration, Enlargement, rebuilding, 
Establishment, bunding, or Purchase. 40

Special 
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Special Meeting of such Council called for the Purpose, may appoint 
and empower a Committee of such Grand Jury or Council to enter 
into an Agreement with the Managers of any Industrial School, 
certified as aforesaid for the Reception, Maintenance, and keeping 
'5 in such Industrial School from Time to Time of such Children as 
are ordered by Justices or a Magistrate to be sent there from such 
County or Borough, in consideration of such periodical Payments 
as may he agreed upon with such Managers ; and such Grand Jury 
or Council shall present the Payments of the Money which may 
10 from Time to Time become payable under such Agreement without 
any previous Application to a Presentment Sessions. 

7 . All Monies presented to be raised and paid for the Reception, 
Maintenance, and keeping of such Children in such Industrial 
School shall be presented and raised in the same Manner in all 

15 respects and subject to the same Conditions as Money to be pre- 
• sented and raised by the Grand Jury of any such County, or by the 
Council of such Borough as aforesaid respectively, for defraying the 
ordinary current Expenditure of then several Gaols. 

8 . Where a Child, apparently under the Age of Twelve Years, 
20 is charged before Two or more Justices in Petty Sessions, or a 

Police Magistrate acting in any Police Court for the Dublin Metro- 
politan Police District, with an Offence punishable by Imprison- 
ment or a less Punishment, but has not been convicted of Pelony, 
and the Child ought, in the Opinion of the said Justices or Magis- 
25 trate, (regard being had to his Age and to the Circumstances of the 
Case,) to be dealt with under this Act, the said Justices or Magis- 
trate may order him to be sent to a certified Industrial School. 

9 . When the Guardians of the Poor of any Union represent to 
Two or more Justices in Petty Sessions, or a Police Magistrate 

30 acting in any Police Court for the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
District, that any Child apparently under the Age of Fourteen 
Years, maintained in any Workhouse of the said Union, is refractory, 
or is the Child of Parents either of whom has been convicted of a 
Crime or Offence punishable with Penal Servitude or Imprisonment, 
35 and that it is desirable that he be sent to an Industrial School under 
this Act, the said Justices or Magistrate may, if satisfied that it is 
expedient to deal with the Child under this Act, order him to be 
sent to a certified Industrial School. 

10 . The Order of Justices or a Police Magistrate sending a Child 
40 to a School (in this Act referred to as the Order of Detention in 

a School) shall be in Writing, signed by the Justices or Police 
Magistrate, and shall specify the Name of the School. 

[17.] A 2 ' The 
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4 Industrial Schools (Ireland). 

The School shall he some certified Industrial School (whether 
situate within the Jurisdiction of the Justices or Police Magistrate 
mating the Order or not) the Managers of which are willing to 
receive the Child, and the Reception of the Child by the Managers 
of the School shall he deemed to be an Undertaking hy them to 5 
teach, train, clothe, lodge, and feed him during the whole Period 
for which he is liable to be detained in the School, or until the 
Withdrawal or Resignation of the Certificate of the School takes 
effect, or until the Contribution out of Money provided by Par- 
liament towards the Custody and Maintenance of the Children 10 
detained in the School is discontinued, whichever shall first 
happen. 

The School named in the Order shall he presumed to he a 
certified Industrial School until the contrary is shown. 

The Order shall specify the Time for which the Child is to he 15 
detained in the School, being such Time as to the Justices seems 
proper for the teaching and training of the Child, but not in any 
Case extending beyond the Time when the Child will attain the 
Age of Sixteen Years : Provided always, that no Child shall he sent 
to any such Industrial School except to some One Industrial School 20 
under the exclusive Management of Persons of the same Religions 
Persuasion as that professed hy the Parents, or should that be 
■unknown, by the Guardians of such Child, and in all Cases in 
which the Religion of the Parents and Guardians of such Child 
is unknown, the said Child shall he considered as belonging to 25 
that Religious Persuasion in which he shall appear to have been 
baptized, or, that not appearing, to which he shall profess to 
belong. 

11. If a Child sent to a certified Industrial School, and while 
liable to he detained there, being apparently above Ten Years of 30 
Age, and whether lodging in the School itself or not, wilfully 
neglects or wilfully refuses to conform to the Rules of the School, 
he shall he guilty of an Offence against this Act, and on summary 
Conviction thereof before Two Justices in Petty Sessions, or a 
Police Magistrate acting in any Police Corn-t for the Dublin Metro- 35 
politan Police District, shall he liable to he imprisoned, with or 
without Hard Labour, for any Term not less than Pourteen Days 
and not exceeding Three Months , and the said Justices or said 
Police Magistrate before whom he is convicted may direct him to 
he sent, at the Expiration of the Term of his Imprisonment, to a 40 
certified Reformatory School, and to be there detained, subject 
and according to the Provisions of a Statute passed in the Twenty- 
first and Twenty-second Years of Her Majesty, entitled “An Act 
“ to promote and regulate Reformatory Schools in Ireland.” 

12. If 
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12. If a Child sent to a Certified Industrial School, and while 
liable to be detained there, and whether lodging in the School 
itself or not, escapes from the School, or neglects to attend thereat, 
he shall be guilty of an Offence against this Act, and may at any 
5 Time before the Expiration of his Period of Detention be appre- 
hended without Warrant, and may (any other Act to the contrary 
notwithstanding) be then brought before a Justice or a Police 
Magistrate having Jurisdiction in the Place or District where he 
is found, or in the Place or District where the School from which 
1 0 he escaped is situate, and he shall thereupon be liable, on summary 
Conviction before such a Justice or Police Magistrate, to be, by 
and at the Expense of the Managers of the School, brought back 
to the same School, there to be detained dining a Period equal to 
so much of his Period of Detention as remained unexpired at the 
] 5 Time of his committing the Offence. 

If the Child charged with such an Offence is apparently above 
Ten Years of Age, then, on his summary Conviction of the Offence 
before Two such Justices or such a Police Magistrate, he shall be 
liable, at the Discretion of the J ustices or Police Magistrate, instead 
20 of being sent back to the same School, to he imprisoned, with or 
without Hard Labour, for any Term not less than Fourteen Days, 
and not exceeding Three Months ; and the Justices or Police 
Magistrate before whom he is convicted may direct him to be sent 
at the Expiration of the Term of his Imprisonment to a certified 
25 Reformatory School, and to be there detained subject and according 
to the Provisions of a Statute passed in the Twenty-first and 
Twenty-second Years of Her Majesty, entitled “ An Act to promote 
and regulate Reformatory Schools in Ireland.” 
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13. The Guardians of the Poor of any Union may from Time Power of 
30 to Time, with the Consent of the Poor law Commissioners, con- 

tribute such Sums as they think fit towards the Maintenance contribute, 
of Children detained in a certified Industrial School upon their 
Application. 



14. It shall and may he lawful for the Chief Secretary of the Transfer to 
35 Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to order a Child to be transferred from jg^by 
one certified Industrial School to another : Provided that such Chief Secre- 
Removal shall not increase the whole Period of such Child’s 
Detention in an Industrial School, and that the Removal shall only 
be to some Industrial School under the Management of Persons of 
4(5 the same Re lig ious Persuasion as that to which he might have been 
originally committed. 

The Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury may pay, out of 
Money provided by Parliament for the Purpose , such Sums as the

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Chief Secretary thinks ft to recommend in discharge of the Expenses 
of the Removal of any Child transferred under the Provisions of 
this Act. 

15 . The Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 1851, shall apply to all 
Offences, Payments, and Orders in respect of which Jurisdiction is 5 
given to Justices or a Police Magistrate by this Act, or which are 
by this Act directed to be prosecuted, enforced, or made - in a Sum- 
mary Manner or on Summary Conviction.
